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KEEPING PULLETS 
HEALTHY, 


While it is essential for the production of 
winter eggs that pullets should be hatched 
early, it is equally important that the pullets 
should be well grown and in good condition. 
For this purpose they must have the food 
necessary for their development, and also be 
provided with properly ventilated houses and 
clean runs. 

At the outset, chickens should not be over- 
crowded. Early perching is desirable on con- 
dition that suitable perches are provided. 
These should he light laths placed eight or 
nine inches a row, half an inch apart, and 
18 inches from the ground, which may be 
covered with soft dry hay. 

When the cockerels can be distinguished 
from the pullets they should he fattened and 
sold as spring chickens thus leaving the 
pullets more food and house room. 

Durmg the summer. when foodstuffs are 
scarce, there is a tendency to restrict the 
aliowance of food, which is a mistake. The 
way to deal with this problem is to cull off 
the older birds and al! unsuitable pullets. 


Producing Table Poultry. 


The reference to culling unwanted birds 
serves as a reminder of the, value of table 
poultry. There is an unlimited demand for 
good table chickens and not enough to go 
round. Yet it is a paying branch of the 
industry, ensuring a quick turnover on a small 
outlay. The best trade in table chickens is 
done during the spring and early summer 
months, and a regular supply during this 
period can be ensured by hatching in Sep- 
tember and during the winter months, 

For the production of good table chickens 
the most suitable breeds are Light Sussex, 


Red. Sussex, or a first cross of these with

Housing. 

Whether fow] are kept for laying or egg- 
production, good housing is essential to suc- 
cess: the semi-intensive house, with as much 
floor space as possible, being recommended. 
The addition of a dronvping board under the 
nerches prevents the droppings falling on the 
litter, so that the greatest amount of floor- 
space is available. 

The litter should be about six inches deep, 
and used to bury the grain-for scratching pur- 
poses. A strong feature of good housing 1s 
adequate light and air, with perches, drink- 
ing fountains, etc., moveable, so that the 
house may be thoroughly cleaned and lime- 
washed occasionally. A little Jeyves’ Fluid 
added. to limewash will disinfect thoroughly. 

The litter in nest boxes should be kept 
clean in order to prevent eggs becoming 
soiled. J. 


NEED FOR PHOSPHATIC 
MANURE. 


There has never been a greater need for 
the application of phosphates to _ land 
than at present. Phosphates are being con 
tinually removed from the soil in the form 
of milk, store cattle and nae and it 1s 
beyond question that the fertility of grass 
land is seriously impaired through lack of 
phosphates. Farmers should bear in mind : 

(1) That phosphates applied to grass land 
or to arable crops cannot be lost through 
drainage, and that in most Cases profitable 
returns from applications of phosphatic 
manures are assured. 

(2) That on grass land to which phos- 
phates have been applied cattle usually 
thrive better and put on greater live weight 

ains. Se 

(3) That the ago of phosphatic fertilisers 
1s approximately at aad level, and is, 
in certain. instances, less. 

In coming to a decision as to which phos 
phatic fertilisers to use, consideration should 
be given to the relative cost, since the total 
phosphoric acid content varies considerably. 
In order to compare the relative cost per unit 
of phosphoric acid the price per ton should 
be divided by the percentage of phosphork 
acid in each case. In this connection, how- 
ever, a distinction must be made between 
water ‘soluble phosphates, such as occur in 
superphosphate and insoluble phosphates, 
such as are present in ground North African 
phosphates. While the relative cost 18 an im- 
portant factor, consideration should also be 
given to the general utility of the fertiliser. 
For instance, superphosphate should always 
be used for potatoes, while on land subject 
to finger and toe disease either ground North 
African phosphates, or basic slag should 
always be used for turnips. 


Precautions in Mixing. 

Those farmers who make their own mix- 
tures of artificials should bear in mind that 
superphosphate, semsol, and gronnd North 
African phosphates may be mixed with 
sulphates of ammonia and the various potassic 
fertilisers. Basic slag should: not be mixed 
with sulphate of ammonia: it may, however, 
be mixed with kainit, potesh salts, or 
muriate of potash. Basie slag should be ap- 
nlied a day or so hefore the application of 
sulphate of ammonia. 
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SPRAYING. FRUIT TREES IN 
OPEN BLOSSOM.

The danger in spraying fruit trees when 
in open blossom with washes containing 
arsenate of lead is that visiting bees may 
be killed. The lead arsenate washes are cer- 
tainly of great value in exterminating the 
winter moths, the larvae of which do con- 
siderable damage to the trees, but the spray- 
ing should be done either just before the 
blessoms open or immediately after the petals 
have fallen. There may be some little diffi- 
cult, in arranging this in big orchards, as, of 
sourse, the different varieties of fruit come 
inte blossom at lifferent times. Still, it 
should be aimed at, and certainly there should 
he no indiscriminate spraying of open blossum 
with lead arsenate If any cases are roticed 
where bees die in numbers in such circaw- 
stances as are described, they should be re- 
perted to the Ministry of Agriculture. 


AGRICULTURAL WEALTH. 


TWO OFFICIAL SURVEYS. 


_ The labours of our official statisticians, 
North and South, enable those who still think 
of Ireland as a single economic unit to take 
stock of the remarkable changes which have 
taken place since 1847. That year, for- 
tunately, is the starting point both for the 
' Agricultural Statistics (1847-26), issued 
by the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
early this year, and for the * Report on the 
Agricultural Output of Northern. Treland 
1825,’’ subsequently issued, which, as the sub- 
title informs the reader, contains ‘‘ certain 
statistical enquiries made in connection with 
the census of production relating to the out- 
put of agricultural produce, with a survey of 
the agricultural statistics of Northern Ireland 
for 1847 to 1927.” We quote the parti- 
eulars on the title page as + wae Hi that the 
periods covered, although starting together, 
are not indentical, and a study of the two 
reports brings into strong relief not only the 
similarities, but the divergencies of method 
which mark the methods of the two bodies 
of civil servants. 

Several reflettions arise, whether we con- 
trast or compare these partitioned statistics. 
We must find room for two. It could not 
but be to the general interests uf the prblic 
of both States if their calculations had 
followed the same course both in Dublin and 
in Belfast, each, if necessary, taking some- 
thing from and giving an equivalent to the 
plans- pursued by the other Even partition 
does not in itself make this impossible. But 
still more valuable would it be to Ireland if 
all this work could be done in eommon bv a 
common staff, trained, as many leading 
officials of the existing stafis were, under a 
common system. Is even that outside the 
sphere of a common good will to accomplish? 


Difficulties of Comparison. 

Like Mr. Hooper’s reports, to which we 
have had frequent occasion to pay tribute 
for their clarity and thoroughness, the report 
of Mr. Gordon’s departmer.t in Northern Ire 
land is well devised, concise and adequate, 
albeit it does not—as the Free State 
Report very properly does—travel outside “he 
area to which it relates. The practical 
utility to the economist of having two such 
reports side by side is great and obvious. 
and although some natura] divergence of 
method makes comparisons difficult’ (and at 
some points risky) these divergences are not 
big enough to invalidate either in relation to 
the other. But the comparisons we have 
made and the conclusions we propose to draw 
are, of course, subject to the general rule 
that where things similar, but not the same, 
are compared, only approximate deductions 
are really valid. For instance, we must quote 
average figures for quinquennial periods in 
Northern Ireland against the nearest cor- 
responding single years available for Saorstat 
Eireann. 


The Decline of Tillage. 


. A good deal of space in both reports is 
devoted to changes in agriculture since 1847 
—Mr, Hooper’s report segregating this por- 
tion of his conclusions in a special chapter. 
Working through each report, we find cer- 
tain notable characteristics in the history of 
Irish tillage common to both areas. In 
Northern [reland, the acreage under corn 
has decreased since 1847 in the ratio (roughly) 
of 15 : 8; in the Irish Free State the cor- 
responding decrease is more than 15 : 5. 
This is a remarkable declension for the 
Northern counties and sensational for the 
others, indeed for all Ireland. In regard to 
green crops the situation is virtually redupli- 
cated; the proportions in Northern Ireland 
are roughly 4 : 3 and in the Free State 3 : 2. 
Taken together the decreases are about 
5 : ó and 7 : ó respectively. Naturally, the 
figures for ploughed land give approximately 
proportionate results: in the six counties 

: ó, in the twenty-six 7 : á, If tillage 
alone were the measure of agricultural wealth 
it would appear that the farming of the Irish 
Free State and that of Northern Ireland were 
alike seriously, indeed tragically, degenerat- 
ing, and more tragically in the larger of the 
two sundered areas. 


The Advance in Live Stock. 


What ‘is the explanation of this state of 
affairs? We may find a partial clue to it if 
we turn to the areas under hay. Here the 
‘* boots ” are (in both areas) “on the other 
feet.”” In Northern Ireland pasture has in- 
creased in a ratio of (roughlv) 15 : 6, and 
in the Free State 16 : 6. We do not find 
easily comparable figures for pasture in each 
area, though we surmise an increase in both 
and find it given for Northern Ireland. But 
following up our possible clue (hay) we turn 
to the live stock figures. 

Taking cattle first, we find an increase 
in Northern Treland of about 15 ner cent., but 
in the Irish Free State of about 66 per cent. 
In sheep, it is Northern Ireland which shows 
the greater advance: from 40 to 100; whilst 
in Saorstat Eireann the increase is from, sav, 
66 to 100. In pigs, again, the smaller area 
has increased by 133, against 100. and the 
larger by less than 2 per cent. Whilst it is 
not. strictly possible to add sheep to cattle 
and pigs to sheen, the Northern Ministry, 
accepting the formula that “ seven sheep= 
five pigs=one head of cattle,” have calculated 
their “total of live stock units ” for the 
periods under review, and bring ont results 
which nlace the two periods (1847-56 and 
1917-’26) in the ratios of 6 to 7 respectively. 
Adopting this method, we work out the 
nearly comparable results for the Free State 
at six and ten respectively. 


Turning from Crops. 

Allowing for such fairly wide margins of 
error as are, perhaps, insenarable from 
partial comparisons of only partially com. 
parable units, we think it is safe to deduce 
that both areas are turning persistenily— 
perhaps, indeed, are turning finally—from 
crop growing (excent where it 1s an adinnet 
to stock-breeding) to cattle, sheen and pigs: 
but less ranidly in the North than in the rest 
of our island, and that the relatively greater 
declension in tillage in the Trish Free State 1s 
offset by the great increase of cattle units. 
‘This ocevrs mainly in cattle other than milch 
cows. The fiuctnations in the latter would 
seem to be spread fairly evenly over the Irish 
dairving areas. We have seen some figures 
which noint towards reduced milk eallonage 
in Northern Ireland, but we hear of increased 
returns in Northern co-operative creameries. 
and, as our readers have been informed 
recently, there is a tendency not only in 
Munster, but in Western and Midland dis- 
tricts to take land from other apparently un- 
profitable uses and feed it to dairy cattle. 

If any general comparison of the agricul. 
tural wealth of the two areas can useful y be 
deduced from these facts, we think *t is that, 
whilst the agricnltural economy of the South 
develons steadily in the direction most 
observers in these countries perceive to be 
inevitable, away from cash crops and 
towards live stock, especially cattle, Northern 
Ireland is pursuing this nath, too, but ‘ess 
slowly than the rest of the country. The 
live stock figures seem to point to steady 
gains in the Southern cattle districts 
Northern farmers know, no doubt, what suits 
their conditions, hut the boundary does not 
shut out the sounds of complaint, which arise 
on both sides of it, and it seems clear 
that many rural citizens of the Northern 
State, whose attitude is not dictated hy 
nolitics, believe the live stock policy of the 
Irish Free State, especially in its creamery

DIFFERENT METHODS 
DESCRIBED. 


_ Now that. eggs are cheap and plentiful, it 
is a wise plan to preserve some for winter 
use, when the are both scarce and dear. 
Eggs may be preserved for home consump- 
tion in several ways, but no matter what 
method is adopted, the “following points 
should be noted :— 

Infertile eggs keep much better than fertile 
ones, and for this reason the male birds 
should be removed from the pen a fortnight 
before preserving begins. 

The eggs must be perfectly fresh when 
they are placed in the preservative. Stale 
eggs should not be preserved. Eggs should 
he preserved within twenty-four hours after 
they are laid. 

Only eggs with good sound, strong shells 
should be selected, and if the eggs become 
soiled they should he cleaned thoroughly be- 
fore being preserved. 

Preserved eggs should be stored in a cool, 
clean place, free from foods or contaminating 
matter. Eggs preserved in April and early 
May keen more satisfactory than preserved 
later on in July or August, 


Preserving Large and Small 


Quantities. 


If only a small quantity of preserved eggs 
are required, the simplest method of pre- 
serving is to butter each egg with good salt 
butter. The eggs should be collected fre- 
quently and buttered while hot; they will 
keep quite well for three months, and loner, 
if each is wrapped in butter paper. The 
objection to this method is that it is slow, 
and the eggs take up a good lot of storage 
room. 

Where a good number of eggs are wanted, 
the most satisfactory and convenient method 
of preserving them is by means of water- 
glass=a solution of silicate of soda. Water- 
glass can be bought in pound tins at any 
chemists. “The usual proportion 1s six quarts 
of water to one pound of waterglass, and 
this amount will preserve twelve dozen eggs. 


Preparing Waterglass. 


Dissolve one tin of waterglass in six quarts 
of boiling water, stirring well until it is quite 
well dissolved. Then allow the mixture to 
stand until it gets perfectly cold. The 
strength of the mixture can now be tested 
by dropping a new laid egg; if the solution is 
too strong the egg will float, and more boiled 
water will have to be added until the egg 
sinks to the bottom. 

The eggs can be placed in the solution each 
day they are laid, having allowed them to 
cool first. Care should be taken to have a 
good covering of fluid on top of the eggs, 
and the vessel in which the eggs are stored 
should always be covered with a lid, so as to 
prevent evaporation. The most _ snitable 
vessels for holding this preserving fluid are 
galvanised buckets, tubs, or earthenware 
crocks. Eggs preserved by this mieans 
will easily keep for twelve months. 
When the eggs are required for use 
they should be taken from _ the 
preservative and washed to remove any of 
the soda that may be deposited on the shells 
Such eggs are excellent for cakes, puddings, 
frying or scrambling, but. if they are to be 
cooked bv boiling, a hole should be made with 
a pin in the large end; otherwise the egg 
will burst when the water boils. 

Another method of preserving eggs is by 
means of a solution of lime-water, salt and 
cream of tartar. To make this mixture take 
10 gallons of water and mix through it about 
2 gallons of lime, $ gallon of salt and 4lb. 
cream of tartar. These should he well stirred 
together in a tub for four or five days, stir- 
ring every day. At the end of this time 
the water will have taken up all the lime 
and salt it can hold in solution. The clear 
fluid on top should then be carefully poured 
off and put into a crock or tub to receive 
the eggs. Only the clear fluid should be 
used. The eggs may be placed in this lime- 
water every evening in the same way as they 
were placed in the waterglass mixture, and 
kept well covered. 

Preserved eggs should never on any ac- 
count be sold as new laids. They may be 
sold as preserved eggs, and are mostly in- 
tended for home consumption during the 
season when new laid eggs are scarce. S$S.

IMPROVING COW-HOUSE 
FLOORS. 


& ‘ 


Perhaps the most essential improvement 
which can be made in the majority of byres 
in the country is the putting in of proper 
floors. ‘The most suitable material for the 
floor is concrete... In making improvements 
of this nature, it is important to have the 
dimensions right. We will first consider the 
single passage type of byre, where the cows’ 
heads face the wall. For the ordinary short. 
horn cow of this country the total length of 
the stall should be 7’ 3”, and for Kerries 
69”, The most important dimension is that 
from the trough to the edge of the channell, 
which should be 5’ 6” for Shorthorns, and 
5’ 0” for Kerries. It is advisable when there 
are a number of cows standing in a row that 
divisions should be erected between every 
two stalls. The divisions may be of con- 
crete or iron tubing, and should be 7’ apart, 
centre to centre—concrete or iron tubing is 
more easily kept clean than wood. In the 
majority of cases chains are used as ties, 
nal they are both efficient and cheap. It 
is a good plan to arrange that the bar to 
which the tie chains are attached can he 
fixed forward or backwards in the division, 
according to the size of the animal, In byres 
fitted with tubular yokes, the length of the 
standing from the trough to the edge of the 
channel is usually about 5’ 0”, for the reason 
that forward or backward movement is much 
restricted; These dimensions ensure that 
when the cow is standing normally in the 
stall the solid excrement falls directly into 
the channel, and consequently the hind- 
quarters of the animal are easily kept clean, 
The channel should be 1’ 6” to 1” 9” wide. 
The standing should be on a higher level 
than the passage, so that the group is 6” to 
8” deep on the standing side and 4” deep 
on the passage side. The passage should 
not be Jess than 4 0” wide. The channel! 
should slope gradually away from the cow 
and should have a shallow groove on the 
passage side to carry away the liquid. All 
corners should be chamfered off. The inside 
walls of the byre should be smooth and 
should be periodically lime-washed, In the 
case of a three passage byre, the arrange- 
ment where the cows’ heads face walls is 
preferable. In that case the head-feeding 
passages should be 3’ 6” and the centre

there with advantage. Including poultry 
(in which the Northern Department is doing 
such good work—they can report an increas 
of 9 : 2 since 1847, whilst that of Saorstat 
Eireann is 7 : 2), our Irish live stock aggre- 
gates reveal a good deal of relative wealth, 
however thinly distributed. 

Is there not throughout the pro- 
portions we.have cited—and which, if 
stated as sterling values, would be 
verv striking--a good case for more 
collaboration, not only in statistics but in 
general policy, between North and South 
than those politicians who prefer aloofness to 
statesmanshin have yet realised? More live

FURTHER COMPETITION. 


It will be remembered that in the early 
months of 1928 a party of some seventy 
Canadian farmers visited Britain to study 
the requirements of the agricultural produce 
markets, with a view to further extension 
of food exports from the Dominion to that 
country. A very readable report on the 
observations made and the lessons learned 
during the tour has now been published. 


Mixed Farming in Canada, 

Mixed farming is becoming more popular 
in Western Canada, and a feature of this is 
a big increase in pig-breeding and feeding. 
Because of the desirability of finding an over- 
seas outlet for the produce, a study of the 
requirements of the great bacon market 
which Britain offers was one of the main 
objects of the tour. The itinerary of the 
Canadian farmers included also a visit to 
Denmark, with the declared object of 
utilising the fruits of their observation to 
challenge the supremacy of Danish bacon- 
producers on the British -market. It is 
certainly a fine tribute to the courtesy of the 
Danes that a visit made in these delicate 
circumstances is described as having been an 
agreeable and instructive one! 

Denmark provided just about 60 per cent. 
of the (nearly) 9,000,000 ecwt. of bacon 
imported into Great Britain last year, while 
Canada’s contribution totalled no more than 
506,795 ewt. or barely 4 per cent. of the 
whole. The Irish Free State shipped across 
about 550,000 cwt in the twelvemonth, and, 
apart from this source of supply, Canada 
is the only Dominion exporting bacon to 
England in any quantity. | 


Canadian Produce Improving. 

Danish supplies are not only greatest in 
quantity, but, except for Irish bacon (which 
averaged 99s. 4d. per cwt. in 1928), and some 
of the English produce, they also command 
the highest price of any on the market. 
Canadian bacon, however, has steadily 
improved in value. In 1924 the average 
value of Danish bacon was 10 per cent 
higher than Canadian. But in 1928 the 
London market quotations averaged 94s 
for Danish and 89s. 4d. for Canadian, or a 
difference of only 5 per cent. in favour ot 
the Danish product. 

This higher relative value of the 
Dominion bacon is the natural result of 
better quality and cure, due to the adoption 
of improved feeding methods and a good 
standard of grading. By some British 
judges the present Canadian cure is 
considered better than the Danish, 


What Britain Wants. 


The fact that different sections of Britain 
vary in their requirements was noted by the 
visitors. But the report advises Canadian 
producers to concentrate on the big London 
market, which ig fairly uniform in its de- 
mands, and capable of absorbing al the Wilt- 
shire bacon sides which Canada can produce 
jor many years to come. Stress is laid or 
the overwhelming preference of London 
buyers, and those of Southern England gene- 
rally, for the “ Wiltshire’ type of product, 
though it is pointed out at the same time that 
in Midland and Northern England bacon of 
“‘Cumberland cut” (side of larger size with 
ham off and shoulder left on) also finds a 
satisfactory sale. Much of the bacon im- 
ported here from the United States is of the 
‘““Cumberland cut’? kind. While breeders 
are advised to concentrate on the type of pig 
which produces the best Wiltshire side, the 
less exacting demand of the North may be 
expected to provide a secondary, but less re- 
munerative, market for over-size animals. 


The Large White Pig. 


A visit to Marsh and Baxter's great bacon 
factory at Wolverhampton gave the Canadian 
farmers an idea of existing competition on 
the British market. There they were shown 
Wiltshire sides from English, Irish, Danish. 
Dutch, Swedish, Canadian. Polish, Latvian 
and Russian pigs. The fact that bacon of 
English and _ Irish production stood 
first in quality among. this gstupen- 
dous assortment satisfied the visitors 
that, for the purpose of competing effectually 
with Denmark, it would not be necessary to 
import and breed Danish Landrace pigs in 
Canada. They recognised that good strains 
of the large white breed, showing length and 
depth of side, and smooth licht shorlders: or 
the produce of crossing the large white boar 
on Canadian sows, will provide stock that 
cannot he surpassed for high quality bacon 
production. 


Need for Standardising. 


The recommendations made in the report 
stress the necessity of standardising size, 
weight, and quality of produce. . To conform 
to the best grade, it is pointed out that a 
hacon side must be of good length, especially 
in the middle, of medium thickness, and have 
no more than lá inches of fat uniformly laid 
on the full length, with very little greater 
thickness over the shoulders and Join. Other 
points, well-known on this side, which are 
emphasised are that pigs over 200lb. live 
weight do not make first-grade bacon, that 
over-sized and execessively fat pigs sell at a 
divcount, and that with those fattened on 
maize the discount more than offsets the 
economy in feeding. A warning is given, too, 
against the use of foodstuffs containing an 
excess of oil, which tends to the production 
of soft low-grade hacon. 

The touring Canadians were not very 
favourably impressed by existing wholesate 
bacon prices on the British market. But 
their observations lead them to anticipate 
that improving industrial cenditions in 
Germany will tend to attract to that 
country a considerable proportion of. the 
hacon now being: shipped to England from 
Sweden, Poland, Russia, etc., and so leave 
a wider field for Dominion pioduce. 


Dairy Farming and Pig Feeding. 

Canada has plenty of cheap land and 
abundance of home-raised feeding-stuffs 
This should go far to enable her to compete 
successfully on production costs of bacon 
with Denmark. which has to import big 
supplies of grain and milling offals. In the 
matter of large supplies of skim milk, 
Denmark ‘in common with JIreland) at 
present has the advantage over Canada, 
which illustrates, the favourable econom:c 
relationship between dairying and  pig- 
feeding. But an extension of dairying side 
by side with increased pig production 's 
being planned in western Canada also. 

Canadas bacon shipments to Britain fast 
vear had a value of £1,580,000—an in- 
significant fraction of the country’s needs in 
this line. But, provided that the generally 
essential trade requirements of quality. 
quantity and regularity of supply are kep!

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Though it is sometimes difficult to do gc, 
it 13 advisable to decide beforehand the pur- 
pose to which land being laid down to grass 
will ultimately be put. It 1s a serious mis- 
take to lay down land with a mixture suited 
only for temporary hay and expect that the 
laa will continue to produce hay or grazing, 
if need be, over a number of years. Grass 
land is usually laid down with one of the fol- 
lowing objects: to produce permanent grazing 
or permanent hay, to produce temporary hay, 
or to give a combination of hay and pasture. 
The following mixtures are recommended for 
the different purposes, and may be found 
helpful by those about to purchase seeds. 


Mixture for Permanent Grazing. 

Good all-year-round grazing will be pro- 
duced by sowing per statute acre: 
Perennial Ryegrass 
Italian Ryegrass 
Meadow fescue 
Rough-stalked meadow 

dogstail 

Wild white clover . 
Late flowering red clover : 
Crested dogstail should be sown in prefer- 
ence to rough-stalked meadow grass on 
poorer and drier soils. The mixture should 
be sown in spring with a suitable covering 
crop and grazed the following autumn. 


Permanent Hay. 

Where continuous hay crops over a long 
period of years is the object, the establish- 
ment of “ Timothy meadows ” is to be re- 
commended. Here the land will be main- 
tained in high fertility by liberal manurings, 
and heavy hay crops will be produced for 
years with very little deterioration of the 
sward. For this purpose the grasses from 
which selection may be made are timothy, 
cocksfoot, tall-oat, grass and meadow fescue 
as top grass and rough-stalked meadow grass 
(or crested dogstail on poor soils) and wild 
white clover to give bottom to the sward. 
Only one of the top grasses should be sown, 
except where doubt exists as to which will 
flourish best. Timothy or cocksfoot may be 
sown at the rate of 16lbs. per acre, and 
meadow fescue and tall-oat grass 18lbs. per 
acre; 2ibs. wild white clover and 4lbs. rough- 
stalked or crested dogstail completes the 
seeding. 


Temporary Hay. 

For one year's hay 36lbs,. Italian ryegrass, 
together with 4lbs. broad red clover, or 40lbs. 
Italian ryegrass alone, will give. the best 
results. For two or three years’ hay 18lbs 
each of perennial ryegrass and Italian rye- 
grass and 4lbs. broad red clover, or dlbs. 
alsike clover on poorer soils, should be sown. 


Hay and Grazing. 

There are two combinations of hay and 
grazing systems. First, that where the land 
is grazed during part of the year, say, from 
August till April, and then put up for hay:

ENGUINS of the Antartic region are 
trying to do the honours to the 
Byrd expedition, as they have done to 
previous bands of explorers who have in- 
vaded their domains. The human 
characteristics of the Penguins enliven the 
drab existence of explorers. They even 
practise the gospel of “grab” to the ex- 
tent of, ‘‘ Every penguin for himself and 
the devil take the hindmost.’’ 

The only exception is where the young- 
sters are concerned; there the birds show 
a communistic spirit. When the chicks 
are about three weeks old, they gather in 
groups, and around every group is a guard 
vf adult birds to protect them against 
predatory enemies, such as skua gulls and 
the Jarge petrels that abound “down 
under.” Aye, on the other hand, does not 
command the respect in Penguin Land 
that it does among human beings. Should 
an old bird be taking home a snack for 
himself, and on the way encounter a 
group of young birds, he is ‘ bailed up” 
and deprived of his food. If he seeks to 
make away, the young ones will chase and 
rob him, and use violence to attain their 
ends. 

The biologist who accompanied the 
Mawson expedition, some sixteen years 
ayo, was a close observer of the ways of the 
penguins, and a Hobart journalist. who 
accompanied a Norwegian whaling expedi- 
tion to Antarctica from Tasmania was not 
less observant. From their accounts the 
mirth of the members of the Byrd party 
can be understood. 


THE SPOKESMAN. 


The penguins, though far from sociable 
among themselves, gather in groups and 
are very pompous in their bearing, stand- 
ing erect like human beings. The emperor 
among the group sometimes stands 4ft. 
high, and is chief spokesman. When the 
Mawson party arrived at the forbidding 
looking ice barrier, they were sighted by a 
group of penguins. On seeing the party, 
the penguins raised their heads and 
looked at one another, seeming to say: 
‘“Do you get an eyeful of this strange 
Visitation, boys?” : 

Then, with great solemnity, the group 
moved down to have a closer look at the 
explorers. After much chattering and 
remarks—whether complimentary or dis- 
paraging could not be divined—regarding 
the invaders, the emperor stepped forward 
with all the aplomb of a spokesman at a 
deputation to the Prime Minister, and 
addressed the captain of the party. He 
finished and waited a few minutes to see 
whether the party got the hang oí his 
meaning. Finding himself not under 
stood, he reiterated him remarks with a 
little more emphasis, 


A FALLEN FIGURE. 


The laughter of the explorers was a 
severe mortification to the spokesman, who 
had looked for solemnity.

He 
tries to attract her attention by the “glad 
eye,” while she, whatever may be in her 
mind, disdains to take notice and looks 
straight past him. Sooner or later, his 
blandishments prevail, and she gives a 
few coy glances. Emboldened thus, he 
gets a stone and lays it at her feet. At 
this the artful miss becomes frigid again, 
which sends her adorer off for another 
stone. This continues till she is standing 
in a circle of stones.

STEAMER. 


ARRIVAL IN THE LIFFEY, 


The ss. Lady Meath, the new vessel 
recently built at Ardrossan for the British 
and Irish Steampacket Company, arrived in 
the Liffey yesterday, and was greatly 
admired. The Lady Meath is finely modelled, 
fitted with two sets of triple expansion reci-

[he Lady Meath, which is feet in 
length by 40 feet beam, and of 1,597 tons 
gross, is fitted up in the most up-to-date 
manner for the rapid transport of cattle, 
sheep and cargo between Dublin and Liver- 
pool.

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DOM GOUGAUD'S LECTURE. 


There is a special pleasure in hearing the 
finished craftsman disclose the mysteries of 
bis own craft. In this frame of mind one 
listened yesterday in Earlsfort terrace to Dom 
Gougaud’s second an sing lecture on 
“ Modern Research, with Sp erence to 
Early Irish Ecclesiastical History.” It was a 
discourse delightful to follow, but difficult 
beyond measure to represent. 

Addressed in the first instance to students 
of history, and in particular to those who 
are willing to take their share in the 
laborious task of historical research, it differed 
widely from the artistic treatment of some 
chapter of the past. Historical scholarship 
was present, nodoubt, and history of the most 
accurate kind, shot here and there with 
flashing tints of humour to bring the lesson 
fully home. 

he Irish vanity which would claim the 
elder Sedulius as a native of this country 
could not be gratified to find that the only 
argument in its favour to be derived from 
ancient texts is the expression “ Sedultus 
noster’’ in a compilation of the 9th century. 
Most apposite was the collocation ol 
“Mareianus noster,’ used by Gregory of 
Tours, in reference to one who was unmistak- 
ably an African. No point in the lecture was 
more emphatic—more sustained by reason and 
recapitulated authority—than that which 
measured “ those who approach historical 
problems with distinct preterence for a par- 
ticular view.” An amusing picture was 
drawn of the historical controversialist who 
rushes into a library, and boldly announces 
that he wants to prove such aud such a 
thing, and then demands authorities for the 
purpose. But in a graver key was pitched 
the quict judgment that “the man whe 
allows himself the smallest dissimulation, the 
slightest misrepresentation of facts, is not 
worthy of admission to the body of his- 
torians.”’ Zimmer, it was pointed out, too 
often allowed himself to be distracted from 
strict impartiality by his ardent temperament. 

THE WORKER'S EQUIPMENT. 

The educational equipment of the historical 
worker cannot be too comprehensive. 
“Ignorance of the German language is an 
incalculable drawback.” Hero a lofty 
tribute was paid to the late Professor 
J. B. Bury, of Trinity College, Dublin, 
and afterwards of Cambridge, “the great 
historian of St. Patrick,’’ as the lecturer 
described him, Apart from his prefound 
scholarship in Greek and Latin, he pos- 
sessed a knowledge of the Slavonic tongues 
extremely wide, though not necessarily so 
accurate, and he had also a good acauaint- 
ance with Magyar nd Rumnian. 

The student wads urged to observe the 
same critical precautions in approaching 
modern authorities, as had been already 
enforced iegarding original sources, and 
special attention was drawn to bibliogra- 
pmes, “ Intellectual Curiosity is the great 
essential” mong Irish bibliographers the 
first name is that of Bishop William Reeves. 
who appears among the nineteenth 
century pioneers of Irish studies. The most 
useiul instrument for students of the sub- 
ject is Dr. Best’s Bibliography, published 
in 1915, which the lecturer hoped would 
soon reach a supplementary edition. Warm 
pruise Was also bestowed on the work ot 
Signor Mario Esposito in this field. 

The student was reminded that he must 
aim at widening his own mental horizon. 
Lndue specialisation was dangerous, and it 
required correction by comparative methods. 
Inaccuracy was unpardonable. Some writers 
were afflicted with chronic imaccuraey, and 
one of these was Froude, who seemed unable 
to advance any statement that was not dis 
figured by error. This was the Jess excus 
uble in him, as he was the first student of 
history in England who laid proper stress 
on the importance of basing history upon 
crigmmal sources. '

“That the Seanad is u, able to agree that 
it is expedient that a Joint Committee of 
the Dail and the Seanad be set up to con- 
sider and report on the question of the 
amount of the allowance which should be 
paid to members of Seanad Eireann, but is 
of opinion that. the time is opportune for 
ihe reconsideration by a Joint Committee 
of both Houses, consisting of seven members 
of each Houss, of the general question of 
the remunera ‘on of Ministers and the allow 
ances paya le to members of the Dail and 
Seanad; and th» concurrence of the Dail is 
desired to the setting up of such a Joint 
Committee ;

Mr. FARREN said it made a new de

ir. O' FARRELL drew attention to the 

action Of the Dublin County Council in not 
alone refusing to give grants to the private 
speculator tor the erection of new houses, 
but, in addition, refusing to grant remission 
of rates in respect of these houses. He hoped 
that the Minister would exercise his statutory 
powers, and make this reactionary body 
carry out their civic duties. 

" Is the three-roomed house to be the basis 
of our new Irish civilisation ”” he asked. “ \ ou 
have a Censorship Bill which prohibits birth- 
control and encourages large families; but 
this Housing Bill places a premium upon the 
building of three-roomed houses for the 
Lousing of these large families.’’ 

NORTHERN IRELAND S EXAMPLE. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that it had been urged 
upon the Government that they should treat 
the housing question as a national problem, 
and that it would only admit of a national! 
solution. Since 1922 £2,500,000 had been 
made available by State grants for house- 
building. This bill appeared to encourage 
Jocal authorities and public utility societies 
rather than the private speculator, and to en- 
courage the erection of small houses rather 
than large houses. Ministers had taken an 
undue pride in their building efforts of the 
last seven years. In that time 9,500 honses 
had been built by the aid of State subsidies 
in the Free: State Of that number 4,000 
houses were erected in Dublin. Since 1923 in 
Northern Ireland 16,350 houses had been 
erected, and by 1930 it was hoped to have 
20,000 houses built, as the result of Govern- 
ment financial assistance. 

Did the Government ask them to assume 
that the housing of the working classes could 
become within a reasonable time an economic 
propositon? He did not think it was pro- 
bale. The problem of building working 
class houses could’ be facilitated and 
cheapened if there was a wider scale of con- 
struction. 

Out of 94,000 occripied persons, there were 
02,000 in the class of semi-skilled’ or 
unskilled workers who were paying twenty 
per cent. of their wages in rent for houses 
built by the Dublin Corporation. 

THE PROBLEM IN DUBLIN 

He would like to know from the Govern- 
ment the proportion of three-roomed houses 
that would be built in the City of Dublin. 
The problem of building houscs for the work- 
ing classes ought to be considered on a much 
broader plane, and dealt with as a national 
problem and not one that should be put upon 
the local authorities. In regard to the City 
of Dublin, the problem Was worse, and the 
proposal to steadily reduce subsidies, in the 
hope that they could build houses at such 
prices as were stated, would make it impos- 
sible that workmen could pay nine shillings 
and ten shillings and as much as fifteen 
shillings and a pound a week rent out of their 
forty-five shillings a week wages. Such an 
idea would not have any result in reducing 
the slums. 

Mr. MICHAEL COMYN (F.F.) said that 
the amount of money that was being provided 
was only tinkering with the problem. He 
expressed his full approval of the condemna- 
tion from the Labour benches of the three- 
roomed, or “ birth-control, houses,” as they 
were called bv Mr. Farren. 

Mr. WILSON (Farmers) said that the 
result, of the last four or five building Acts 

had been that the houses built from State 
subsidies were houses that the workmen 
could not afford to live in. Hence it was 
hecessary to have a change of policy, and he 
was with the Minister in that policy. He 
Was not in favour of three-roomed houses. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 

ernment, said with regard to three 
toomed houses that he was not im any way 
bound to them. There had been a consu!ta 
tion with local authorities, who put up that 

scheme, and a certain number of three-

SEASIDE RESORTS. 
Mr. Manning ftobertson, <A.R.I.B.A., 
M.R.LA.L, read a paper dealing with sug 
gestions concerning lrish seaside resorts. He 
said that they should ask themselves what 
the tourist wanted and what he obtained 
elsewhere, and see whether they could supply 
a recognised demand and even improve upon 
what-the tourist got elsewhere. No English- 
mai from a big city, who chose an Irish 
seaside holiday, would expect or wish to find 
Margate or Blackpool. He craved for 
natural beauty; but he and his family also 
liked recreation, local colour, light music, 
and easy transport. Cheap-jack appeal was 
not going to keep him or pay us. Our coasts 
could not cater for the one-day over-seas 

If we were to put up a successful show 
in mmer holiday visitors and in 
keeping them for a menth at a time we must 
examine where it is that foreign reso. 
succeed, and where we might expect to do 
beiter. ! 

Dealing with the question of appropriate 
buildings and the use of attractive vegeta- 
tion, he invited them to imagine Monte Garlo 
if her buildings were like those of Bray or 
Greystones—cement-coloured, Welsh slated, 
sonetimes alternated with English Tudor 
villas; and if she were surrounded by hei 
native Riviera “vegetation alone—no palms, 
no mimosas, no eucalyptus, no bamboos. 
Imagination could not encompass the scene. 
Was there, he asked, any reasonable obiec- 
tion, or expense, to prevent us from cheering 
up our existing buildings or from using our 
amazing climate and fertile soil to better 
advantage? 

‘*COLOUR-WASH WEEK." 

No one coming to Ireland wanted to spend 
his holiday :n half mourning, The Tourist 
Association might offer prizes for a colour- 
wash week, followed by a carnival. 

As regarded the poster nuisance, he said 
that, Parliament in England had given power 
to local authorities f6 deal with it, and we 
in this country should follow suit. In all 
these matters thev needed a more go-ahead 
force of prbliie op nion. 

In conclusion, he said that they, through 
their local authorities in this country. should 
obtain powers similar to those given to 
local authorities under the Town Planning 
Acts in England. At present they were 
drifting like a ship without a rudder. Their 
natural beauty was in every part of the 
country in daily peril of desecration. Only 
a Town Planning Act which would deal 
with the development of the whole country 
could avert the danger, but only a powerful 
and sustained public opinion could get them 
the Act. | 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenny (Galway) su.d that

THE DESPISED TRIPPER. 

Mr. John McGurk (Rosslare) entered a 
plea for the one-day tripper. While the 
ordinary tourist spent money, it was the 
tripper who spent most money. 

Mr. James O'Regan (Ennis) said that 
they were not getting a fair crack of the 
whip in the country in regard to licensing 
legislation, which favoured Dublin, Cork 
and Limerick. On the question of the 
day tripper he asked if it was to go out 
“from that Conference that they only wanted 
“gwanks,” and that they had no welcome 
for the working man, who saved up his 
money for a day trip to Ireland. They had 
no patience with that kind of attitude. 


WAYSIDE REFRESHMENTS. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh said that there was 
little doubt that Ireland was slowly but 
surely finding its place on the tourist map, 
and nothing could stay the new develop 
ment if our own people would address them- 
selves to the task with earnestness and zeal. 
“ Ask any of the people who spent the week -

‘* They realise,’ the article continues, “ that 
their force has been invidiously selected from 
amonyst all the other classes of citizens of 
the Saerstat, and subjeeted to a special tax 
from whith the others are exempt. 

THE FINANCIAL EXPERTS. 

“Not everybody realises that the British 
Treasury Remembrancer’s soul still marches 
along im the Free State. The financial ex- 
perts who advise our Minsters ate men who 
are already steeped in Treasury methods, 
and we can assure the masters of the State 
that this so-called economy is very dearly 
bought.

It would, of course, leave 
agricultural land still subject to rates, though 
they would for the time being, at any rate, 
be substantiall lower. It would, however, 
inevitably involve an increase in the cost of 
what are now local services, 

While in connection with mental asylums 
certain economies could be effected as the 
result of centralising the administration, im- 
provements of various sorts which would have 
to be made would undoubtedly: result in a 
substantial net increase in the cost of the 
whole service. 

CENTRALISATION DANGERS. 


If the State assumed responsibility for 
roads, higher standards and greater costs 
would ensue. I do not say that in regard 
to either mental hospitals or roads there 
would be greater waste under a system of 
central administration. On the contrary, I 
think it possible that better value would be 
got for the money expended. But the object 
of those who want the change is to lighten 
the burdens of the producer, and that object 
would not be attained. 

Moreover, if responsibility for roads and 
~sylums were assnmed by the State, and the 
‘oral anthorities left in charce of poor relief 
and public health, exnerditure on those 
cervices wonld rise sneedily and considera ly. 
The new outlay micht do a lot of good. hut 
it wor'’ not cerve the same purpose as relief 
from taxation. 

I am satisfied that hefore anvthing in the 
nature of de-rating conld he adonted in the 
Seorstat, or before any alternative methed 
of shifting the rates hnrden conld he safelv 
carried into effect, the nreh'em of the fnture 
of leeal eovernment would reanire further 
examination. 

Tt is the intention of the Government to 
exnlore the whole matter further. An im- 
provement in general econce~ ©: conditions and 
in the vield of taxation micht easily make the 
financial asnect of de-ratine Jess formidable in 
fnture, and if a scheme of local government 
reform could he devised which would over- 
come the administrative difficnities and 
obviate an undue increase in expenditure, 
then the pronosn] wonld present itself in a 
mvch more favourable licht.

MOTOR ’BUSES TO PAY

I come now to the on!“ increase in taxa- 
tion which it is proposed to make. It will 
not affect the rcheauer. but it will 
strentthen the road fund a little. 

About six months ago I stated that the 
Government intended to submit to the Dail 
proposals for increasing the contribution made 
by motor omnibuses towards the maintenance 
of roads. At that time the intention was to 
impose a mileage tax of 1d., 14d. or 2d..

More recently it has been represented to me 
that the charge suggested would.be excessive.

They.purported to 
show, however, that in particular cases a 
vehicle which is now liable to a tax of £40 
per annum would have to pay £290 per

The Free State Budget. 


The Free State Budget, 
introduced in Dail Fireann vesterday by 
the Minister for Finance, may be described 
as a: sound, but uninspiring, document. 
It seems that Mr. Blythe has decided to 
adopt a policy of ‘‘ safety first.’’. The only 
items of intesest in his budget are 18 
increase of 150 per cent. in the existing 
tax on motor omnibuses and certain re- 
adjustments in the methods of income tax 
assessment. The increased tax on omni- 
buses will swell the Road Fund by about 
£45,000 per annum, but neither of Mr. 
Blythe's new proposals will yield a penny 
to the Exchequer. On the whole, the 
result of the last financial year’s working 
has been satisfactory, and Mr. Blythe has 
been able to balance his Budget with an 
estimated surplus of £14,000. Net revenue 
is estimated at £23,939,000 and expendi- 
ture at £23,925,900. On the expenditure 
side allowance has been made for £435,000 
as the anticipated amount of over-estima- 
tion, while the sum of‘ £1,080,000 has been 
deducted for items of abnormal] and non- 
recurrent expenditure. A new loan of 
some £5,000,000 will be issued during the 
year, and for its service an additional 
annuity of £200,000 will be required. The 
State’s credit, according to Mr. Blythe, 
is very high, and there ought to be Jittle 
dificulty in the raising of the money. 
Altogether the public debt of the Free 
State amounts at present to £23,517,000, 
but, when various assets have been deducted, 
this sum shrinks to a net total of 
£13,983,000, and the entire dead-wejght 
debt of the Saorstét is les than 
£20,000,000. The financial position, there- 
fore, is satisiactory. 

Mr. Blythe’s proposals 
changes in the income tax law amount 
merely to 4 simplification of the existing 
system.

This 
condition of affairs provides another 
example of the fact that the people of 
the Free State must cease to think in 
terms of British finance. Their country 
has not Britain’s resources, and, there- 
fore, cannot expect to enjoy the financial 
advantages which it enjoyed under 
British rule. Mr. Blythe’s Budget proves 
that, within the limits of her resources, 
the Free State is thoroughly solvent ; but 
it proves also that for many a year to

come her citizens must be prepared to 
accept humbler standards than those to 
which they were accustomed in former 
days. 


An Archdeacon’s Outburst.

Fixed Nitrogen. 


Within sight of the shipbuilding yards 
of the Tees there stood, when the Great 
War ended, a quiet little village named 
Billingham. The rural peace of ‘Billing. 
ham-to-day has vanished, and the village 
has become a town. A factory covers 
hundreds of acres; the workers are 
housed in new, neighbouring streets ; 
gasometers and great concrete silos are 
busy day by dav. A great new British 
industry has been planted here; for 
Billingham is the headquarters for the 
manufacture of “ fixed nitrogen.’’ In the 
Daily Telegraph a correspondent tells the 
story of the uprise of these works under 
the agis of Imperial Chemical Industries. 
The war's destructive violence was 
strangely fruitful] in discovery and inven- 
tion, and here is one of the most remark- 
able examples of war-time research 
resulting in progress in the arts of poace. 
Modern warfare demands the rapid and 
abundant manufacture of “' propellants,”’ 
and these substances are based upon the 
combination of nitrogen in such form 
that it may be released with explosive 
energy. Great Britain fought from 1914 
to 1918 with '' fixed nitrogen" obtained 
from South America, wheraas Germany 
manufactured her own supplies from the 
air. In the last year of the war a 
beginning was made in England in the 
fixation of nitrogen. Technica] experts 
were employed and the site at Billingham 
was bought. When the arinistice came. 


‘however, little progress. had. beon made. 


and the Government decided to sell the 
site. Happily, the undertaking, in the 
hands of private owners, engayed the zeal 
and ‘genius of a remarkable man—Colonel 
G. P, Pollitt, a technical adviser of a, 


_indomitable spider. 


| leading chemical industry. Under: his 


hands one of the largest research labora- 
tories of Britain was brought into being, 
and the production of fixed nitrogen on 
economic lines was achieved. In a non- 
explosive form fixed nitrogen is one vf 
the three main plant foods. It is the 
basis of those fertilisers which regenerate 
the soil. The correspondent says that 
the factory at Billingham “is the 
beginning of an enormous’ Empire 
industry which will ensure that all our 
farmers, both here and overseas, can 
obtain ample. cheap and properly com- 
pounded fertilisers according to their 
various needs.” 


Islanders. 


The Antrim County Council has 
grantéd the request of the electors of 
Rathlin Island for a _ polling booth. 
Hitherto the islanders, in order to 
exercise the franchise, have been obliged 
to cross to the mainland and to vote at 
Ballycastle. At the coming general 
election in Northern Ireland they will 
vote at home. Rathlin Island is not un- 
known in legend and history. There the 
Danes pillaged St. Columba’s monastery. 
There Robert Bruce sought refuge, and is 
said to have learned the lesson of per- 
severance from the contemplation of that 
There the last of 
Sorley Boy MacDonnell’s fugitive people 
perished. Fable tells how the islanders, 
convinced of the necessity of learning 
the English language, sent a messenger 
to the mainland to acquire it. He listened 
to the talk of men in Dublin, and went 
home with as much as he could 
memorise; but, while he waited on the 
strand for his boat, he forgot what he had 
learned. The simple islanders sought up 
and down the beach for the lost posses- 
sion, and one picked up a sea withe,. or 
gad mara. “ That is it,” said the 
relieved ‘messenger, ‘‘‘ good morrow.’ ”’ 
Tales like these are ‘told of all islands 
around ourcoast; for mainland folk always 
cherish the notion that islanders are 
backward people. Islanders, however, 
oiten reveal surprising familiarity with the 
affairs of the world. While the mainland 
rustic cherishes incurious content, the in- 
sular ‘folk are exchanging tidings with 
seafaring men, with “wireless ’’ operators 
and lighthouse officials—all great col- 
lectors and purveyors of tidings—and the 
gossip of many coasts runs from island 
to island. - The isolation of six days 
makes the island folk avid for iniorma- 
tion on the seventh. On Rathlin, on 
Tory or on Aran a mdn might listen, as 
upon a tapped cable, to the news oi all 
the seas, or might conceive himself to be 
standing in Fleet street.

Mr. Blythe raised false hopes while he 
proceeded to outline the proposals put 
forward by a special coinmittee for the 
relief of income tax on incomes up to 
£450, suggesting an allowance at the rate 
of one-sixth, with a flat rate of £50 for 
every child. Mr. Blythe expressed his 
sympathy with the proposal, but then 
dashed hopes to the ground by bluntly 
stating that the change would represent 
a loss of £100,000 to the Exchequer. The 
amount was not available. and he had 
been reluctantly compelled to put the 
scheme aside for the present. Relief on 
entertainment tax also was turned down 
as impracticable. 


INCOME TAX SIMPLIFIED. 

The Minister, however. promised to 
take some step towards the simplification 
of the income tax code. and, in particular, 
to adopt the principle of assessing tax on 
the basis of the income of the preceding 
year, instead of the various bases at 
present adopted for different classes of 
income. The changes would make 
matters simpler for the taxpayer, and 
would make for economy in administra- 
tion, but they will not come into force 
until next year. 


DE-RATING PROBLEM. 

He examined af some length the pro- 
posals for de-rating agricultural land, 
but said that the more deeply the matter 
wa; probed the more serious and compli- 
cated it appeared. The de-rating of 
agricultural land and buildings would 
involve the imposition of seven or eight 
new taxes—on income tax and such com- 
modities as sugar, tea, petro], boots, 
tobacco and wearing apparel; and no 
Minister could come to the Dail with such 
a list and expect an enthusiastic recep- 
tion.

The change would 
bring about £45,000 per annum to the 
Road Fund. but it would leave the con- 
tribution of the. "buses to:the fund at 
the modest level of fen per cent. of the 
total revenue of the Road Fund.

Broadly speaking, said the Minister, 
the provisions of the present Budget 
leave matters as tlicy were. In his own 
words, those who expected the Budget 
to provide ‘‘stunts ” would, no doubt, 
be disappointed. This year no im- 
portant change of the table of duties 18 
called for, or is’ possible, but the 
benefits of the economic policv of the 
last few years have begun to be felt. For 
the first time, he concluded, it is possible 
to look forward from one Budget to 
another entirely without miusgiving oF 
anxiety. :

HOW MR. CHURCHILL’S 

HOME WAS SAVED. 

The Westerham (Kent) Fire Brigade 
yeceited a call from Chartwel] Manor, 
the vesidence of Mr. Winston Churchill, 
just before hali-past six yesterday even- 
ing, and found the common opposite the 
Chancellor's residence was blazing 
fnriousty. the flames reaching a height 
of sixty feet. 

Fanned by a strong breeze, the fire 
spread rapidly along the dry bracken and 
undergrowth until the burning area 
covered nearly a mile. Just before the 
fire teached the edge of the common 


opposite the manor. where the rhododen- 


drons are in bud, the wind suddenly 
changed and the blaze was checked. 
CHANCELLOR NOT IN RESIDENCE. 
Water was obtained’ from a farm 
pond, but as had to be pumped 
up a slope some two hundred 
feet there was little result. A 
crowd of people helped the brigade. 
Mr .and Mrs. Churchill were not in resi- 
dence, the only members. of the family in 
the house ut the time being their two 
youngest daughters—Sarah, aged 15, and 
Mary, aged 7—who helped the brigade to 
carry planks on which to lay the hose. 
The fire was finally brought under 
control shortly before nine o clock after 
mcre than two honrs’ work. ; 
“The sudden chan“e of wind un- 
doubtedly seved Mr, Churchill's house. 
an official of the Westerham Fire Brigade 
tated.

BRITISH AIRMEN'S 
ATTEMPT ON | 
“ RECORD.” 
BAGDAD TO-DAY.

There was no news up to an early hour 
this morning of the progress of the great 
R.A.F. monoplane, driven by a single 
450 h.p. engine, which left Cranwell Aevo- 
drome, Lincolnshire, at 10.30 yesterday 
morning, in an attempt to fly non-stop to 
Calcutta, nearly 6,000 miles. 

Tt passed over the Isle of Walcheren 
(Holland) at 12.20 p.m., but no further 
news has since been “received. — “We do 
not expect any until the morninp,” an 
R.A.F. official stated last. night. 

The monoplane was piloted by Squadron 
Leader A. G. Jones-Williams, and Flight 
Lieutenant N. H. Jenkins acted as 
navigator and second pilot. 


TWO-MILE RUNWAY. 

The big machine was taxied to a special 
two-mile ranway, which had been prepared 
at the aerodrome during the past few 
weeks by burning off the grass and. rolling 
with a steam roller to provide a perfectly 
smooth surface for the take-off. 

After hurred farewells with brother 
officers, Squadron Leader Jones-Williams 
opened fhe throttle of the big engine, and 
the machine moved off along the runway, 
rapidly gaining speed, and rose after a 
run of about two-thirds of a mile. and flew 
off towards the south-east with a following 
wind, 

The machine is a reritabie fying pétrol 
tank, carrying 1,000 gallena of petro] in 
special tanks fitted into the wings. This 
quantity of fuel is sufficient to keep the 
special engine running for three days and 
three nights without a stop. 


A BED FOR THE PILOTS. 

The interior of the machine is equipped 
with a bed, where the pilot off duty can 
snatch a few hours. rest, and a. special 
hooter, which blows in his ear should the 
machine deviate from its course, thus pre- 
venting any chance of the pilot on duty; 
being overcome by sleep. 

Special concentrated provisions are 
carried, and also a number of small 
parachutes for dropping messages en route. 

The route to Karachi will be similar to 
that followed by Flight Lieutenant Carr, 
namely :— 

Over the North 

Flushing; 

Antwerp (Belgium), 

Koblentz (Germany), 

Frankfort (Germany), 

Murnberg (Germany), 

Neustadt (Austria), 

Sopron (Hungary), 

Zenta (Yugo-Slavia),

Pleven Bulgaria), 

Constantinople. 

From there they will fly across Anatolia 
and Iraq to Baghdad and along the 
Persian Gulf to Jask and Karachi. 

Berond this point, if the flight is 
successful, a course will be set ‘for 
Bangalore via Sholapor (Bombay) and 
Bellary (Madras). 

The distance from Cranwell to Banga- 
lore by the above-mentioned route is 
approximately 5.300 miles and the great 
‘circle course slightly more than 5,000 
miles. 

It is hoped that the pilots will pass 
over Baghdad this morning. 


‘THE PILOTS. 

Squadron Leader A. G. Jones-Williams, 
who is chief pilot of the, monoplane, was 
born in British Colambia, but came home 
at an early age. He was educated at 
Haileybury. College and the RKR.M.C., 
Sandhurst. He served in the R.A.F. 
during the war, and since the Armistice 
has served im many units at home and 
abroad. i, 

Flight Lieutenant N. H. Jenkins is a 
native of Southampton and also served 
with the R.A.F. during the war. On his 
return home he was posted to No. 22 
Bombing Squadron, Martlesham Heath, 
where he’ has been engaged as a test pilot.

THE FOUR DEATHS 
EXPLAINED. 


CAPTAIN'S STATEMENT. 


Griffiths, R.N.R., 


Captain FE. Com- 
facts of the recent deaths upon the home- 
ward voyage from South. Africa when the 
liner. arrived and was docked at 
Southampton yesterday. 

Of the 350 passengers on board seven 


i suffered from. malaria, and of these, four, 


in whom the disease. became malignant, 
died. Two.members of the crew alse 
died, but from other natural causes. 

The liner’s arrival was awaited bya 
number of the company’s officials and by 
relatives of passengers. Conspicuous 
among the latter was Mr. H. Norweg, 
whose father had died on the homeward 
journey. Ie was accompanied by his wife. 
and was one ol the first to board the vessel 
and consult with her doctors, who satis- 
fied him as to the cause of his father’s 
death. 

“The doctors,” he said, “ tell me that 
my father died of malaria, aggravated by 
expostire to the sun. T'eannot understand 
things very well, however, because my 
father had been in the tropics previously, 
and he was too accevstomed to the condi- 
lions to have committed any imprudence 
in that. respect.” ; 


THE CAPTAIN EXPLAINS. 


Interviewed in his cabin by a Press re- 
presentative, Captain Griffiths said — 

‘There were 350 passengers on board, 
and seven of them were afflicted with 
malaria, fom of whom died. It was very 


was discovered to be malignant malaria. 
should hate broken ont on board the 
vessel, 

“None of the passengers who died was 
very strong. They all became ill, I ain 
confident, .as a direct result. of going 
ashore between Capetown and Durban. 
There they contracted a malarial germ, 
probably by being bitten by a swamp fly, 
I should think. You must realise that 
passengers do not take as much care of 
themselves as the people who look after 
them woul dlike them to do. For instance, 
the South African Railway Company 
supply their passengers with quinine, but 
there are many who do not take it. 

. The weather was very hot—much 
hotier than last year's, when we. made 
a similar cruise. The passengers also 
did not conform with the warning when 
they landed in. Africa to remain indoors 
aiter 6 p.m. . One of the dead passengers, 
T know. was guilty of this. It is at 
night that the mosquito is most active. 

‘At our first port of call, Port Sudan, 
after the passengers had become ill, 
experts on tropical fevers were called in. 
and when we reached Cairo other experts 
were summoned. “ Similar treatment to 
that prescribed by our doctors was-recom- 
mended. We did everything that was 
necessary for the treatment of passengers 
on board ship. 

“The two members of the crew who died 
were not afflicted with malaria. | 

‘There was much sympathy among the 
rernainder of the passengers for -the 
relatives of the victims. Mrs. “Harden 
‘Brooke, who has lost her husband, was 
a very brave little woman indeed, and 
the other relatives showed remarkable 
fortitude ; 

“Tt is alwavs considered better in a 
case Jike this to keep things quiet, in 
order not to depress the other passengers. 
For that reason the news of this 
was kept very quiet on board. 
There was really no mystery at all, and 
there was really no scare. The victims 
of the disease developed a fever, when it 
was thought they had sunstroke, and it 
was then found to be malignant malaria. 
That is all. It is likely to happen on any 
tropical voyage.’’ 


STATEMENTS BY PASSENGERS. 


Miss W. H. Comstock, of Brockville, 
Canada, one of the three passengers who 
recovered, said: “ I was one of a party 
of eighty-five who went to Victoria Falls. 
I reioined the ship at Durban, and when 
the boat had left Mombassa [ was taken 
with violent pains in the back and spine. 
Only one other in the party was taken ill, 
and he—Mr, Mills—has recovered also. 
I think that the others who were taken 
il] went to the ‘Kruger National Park, 
near Durban, and they might have con- 
tracted the germs there.” 

Other passengers bore 

Grifliths’s statement. 
_ Sir Edward Allen Brotherton, of Leeds, 
suid: “ Apparently all the victims of the 
disease contracted it when they went 
ushore, between leavime Cape Town and 
rejoining the ship at Durban. The rest 
of the passengers were not seriously 
affected. We all sympathise with the 
relatives of the victims, but w did not 
affect the. routine of the ship at all. 
There were two doctors on board and a 
staff of nurses, and everyone spoke wel] 
of them.’’ 

Mr. Lewis Tune, of St. Louis, said 
that it was very unfortunate, but the pas- 
sengers realised that it was nobody's 
fault. There was absolutely no scare. 

A Renter message from ' Cherbourg 
states that 100 passengers landed there 
from.the Duchess of Atholl yesterday 
morning.. There were no cases of sick- 
ness aboard.

Icebergs are drifting down from the 
Arctic almost a month earlier than usual, 
and are providing a problem for shipping 
in the North. Atlantic: Yesterday the 
Hydrographic Bureau, in consequence of 
reports received from the ice patrol boat 
Tampa, and from various liners, issued a 
warning about the conditions, and sug- 
gested that those liners which have been 
using the “PB” track shonld take “ the 
extra southern track,” 40 miles to the 
southward. The principal shipping lines 
have given orders in conformity with the 
warnings, and the Berengaria, the George 
Washington and other vessels leaving 
Europe to-day will take the ‘‘ extra 
southern track.’’ 

The Red Star liner Pennland arrived 
yesterday from Antwerp, twenty-four 
hours tate on account of icebergs and fog 
encountered off the Grand Banks of New- 
foundiand, and the captain declared that 
he had never seen more ice in the North 
Atlantic. Last Thursday the vessel ran 
into an ice field with many large icebergs, 
one of them being 200 feet high. There 
was pack ice extending to the horizon, 
and, as a thick fog obscured the view, he 
had to stop his engines and drift all night. 

The captain also reported the unusual 
spectacle of a mirage, showing three ice- 
bergs and three horizons piled on top of 
each other. The Anchor liner California, 
from Glasgow, reported only one iceberg, 
but she had aliered her course fo the 
southward in deference to warnings re- 
ceived from the Tampa.

The Foreign Secretary (Sir Austen 
Chamberlain) yesterday made an 3m- 
portant statement in the House of Com- 
mons in regard to the recent proposal 
by the United States for a reduction of 
naval armaments. 

He said:—His Majesty's Government 
have, of course, noted the important 
statement made by Mr. Gibson in the 
Preparatory Commission on  Disarma- 
ment. As was at once stated by Lord 
Cushendun, [lis .Majesty’s Government 
shares to the full the hopes and wishes of. 
the Government of the United States as 
therein set iorth. His Majesty's Govern’ 
ment, equally with the Government of 
the United States, desires not merely a 
limitation. but. a _ reduction of naval 
armaments. (Ministerial che-rs.) Thev 
have, indeed, themselves made proposals 
lor such general reduction, and that the 
reduction should be applied to every 
class of war vessel. 

As between ourselves and the United 
States, such difference as has hitherto 
existed has not been concerned with these 
great principles, not..with the relative 
strength of our respective navies, but 
with the determination of the category 
into which ships of war should be 
divided. On this point His Majesty's 
Government bave noted with much 
interest the new criterion suggested by 
Mr. Gibson. They attach great im-

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In Dail Eireann yesterday, on the motion 
for the adjournment, 

Mr. de VALERA called attention to an 
answer which the Minister for Justice had 
given on the previous Thursday to a question 
with regard=to a raid which was made by the 
C.I.D. on a house in the County Clare, and 
to a resdlution of the County Council de- 
manding ‘that 'n. pablic sworn inquiry should 
be held into charges made against certain 
members of the CLD. by two men—Cahill 
and Cassidy—who had been badly treated by 
the police officers. The Minister’s reply to 
the question was to the effect that he had got 
the resolution and the affidavits of the two 
men mentioned, describing the assaults made 
upon them, and the Minister’s explanation 
was that he had received a full report of the 
matter, and that he had come to the con- 
clusion that allegations against the C.I.D. 
wero designed to cover up the criminal con- 
spiracy of the men who made the affidavits, 
and that he did not propose to take further 
action in the matter. He wanted to ask the 
House whether they were satisfied with the 
action of the Minister for Justice; whether 
they were satisfied that these men deli- 
herately perjured themselves for no other 
reason than to cover up their criminal con- 
spiracy. 

The Deputy read affidavits made by the 
two men named, in which they stated that 
they were assaulted and threatened by the 
C.D. men. 

“I have some sympathy with the Minis 
ter for Justice,” said Mr. de Valera; ‘‘ he 
is a fish out of water in his present position. 


“He is left there by his colleague to meet 


charges like this.” 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY—I am per- 
fectly happy. 

“ A RHINOCEROS HIDE.” 

Mr. DE VALERA—He as trying to deve- 
lop a rhinoceros hide. We krow that the 
men who are responsible for these 
chreatenings are following in the tradi- 
tion which left us a legacy in this 
country that we find it very difficult to get 
rid of. A few days ago deputies entering 
this House were handed leaflets setting out 
the brutal murder of eighteen men, who were 
taken out into the country and shot. This 
thing is happening all over the country, and 
if we are going to be saved from a repetition 
of something like this we will have to have 
somebody in the Ministry of Justice who 
will take his duties seriously and not be a 
mere cipher. We think that the Mimster is 
a mere rubber stamp either for the people 
im the Department or for his colleagues in 
the Ministry.” 

For the position of Minister for Justice. 
continued Mr. de Valera, they required a 
man of determination, who would enforce 
discipline and command the respect of the 
country. Instead of that his replies would 
give the impression that he was condoning the 
irregularities and brutalities of the men under 
him, When an inquiry was asked for the 
Minister asked why these people did not bring 
a civil action; but he knew that the State was 
financing the accused men, and that the 
aggrieved parties had not the same finances at 
their disposal. Every deputy with any regard 
for justice, fair play, or the rights of private 
citizens should see that, even if the Minister 
had developed the hide of a rhinoceros, it 
should be penetrated. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) said that the 
Clare County Council, of which he was Vice- 
Chairman, did not psec to cover up the 
— i activities of any party, or create an 
atmosphere. What they wanted was an in- 
a to clear the atmosphere. A supporter 
of the Government told him that the people 
were just as much afraid of being beaten 
and ill-treated as they were in the time of the 
Black-and-Tans; but that they were not in 
such danger of being shot. 

MINISTER DEFENDS GUARDS. 

Mr. FitsGERALD-KENNEY said that they 
knew, unfortunately, that recently there were 
two very serious crimes committed, and that 
it was the duty of the Guards to prevent a 
criminal ssociation. When the Guards 
arrested fen, what was simpler than to 
make a charge of brutality against the 
Guards? Then e came to the Dail 
through Mr. de Valera, and the Deputies 
opposite supported him when he endeavoured 
to bring charges against the Guards to pre- 
vent them from discharging their duties. 
Those Deputies knew that the Guards and 
the detective force were well disciplined— 
(derisive Fianna Fail laughter)}— and a well- 
conducted force, and the Opposition’s only 
method by which they could carry on was to 
discredit the Guards in the eyes of the public, 
which heretofore they had failed to do, and 
which they would fail to do in the future, 
even though every request made to Deputy 
de Valera, or somebody like him, was 


brought before the House. 


This matter was raised two months ago, 
and there was no need for a public inquiry; 
tor there were the ordinary Courts for these 


. men to avail of, if they thought they had a 


grievance. What did they do? Swore 
affidavits on which the County Council and 
Urban Council passed resolutions. The 
matter was then raised in the Dail by Deputy 
de Valera, and lately he was joined in by 
Deputy Hogan. 

Mr. HOGAN (Lab., Clare)—Deputy Hogan 
always joins in when there is an allegation 
made against a citizen. 


VALUE OF AFFIDAVITS. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY—That is, 
whenever there is an allegation against a 
citizen you ask for a public inquiry. What 
are the Courts for? Special tribunals are 
only set up when the Courts cannot reason- 
ably be expected to function, 

ntinuing, the Minister said that they 
all knew the value of affidavits, but Deputy 
de Valera imagined that. no one would say 
anything that was untrue when one took 
an oath. "Phat was the Deputy’s position, 
hut his (the Minister’s) position was to find 
out first if there was a prima facie case made 
out, and then to proceed. Deputy de Valera 
spoke of the known brutality of the Guards, 
but there was no known brutality. Those 
were cases which, in his (the Minister’s) 
judgment, did not require special investiga- 
tion of any kind. 

Mr. NTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.)}—May 
[ ask what action the Minister has taken 
against Detective Officer Pluck, who was 
fined £2 for assault on a prisoner? 

The MINISTER—I think that that is a most 
improper question to ask, for the Deputy 
knows very well—(Shouts of “Sit down,”’ 
and laughter from the Fianna Fail benches). 
that there is an appeal pending in this case, 
and that it is sub-judice. It is most improper 
jor the deputy to make any allusion to it. 
(Renewed laughter on the Fianna Fail 
benches.) 

The matter ended.

from revenue. He thought that the state- 
ment revealed the callous indifference of 
the Government to the position of the 
unemployed. : 

The Minister was simply taking the 
narrow view of balancing his Budget 
instead of the wider national outlook. 
Little realisation was shown of the fact 
that they were importitig goods to the 
value of tens of millions of pounds which 
could be manufactured in this country, 
giving work to 60,000 persons. 

The withholding of the sum being paid 
to England and examination of the 
‘eager prices were. other points advocated 
y the Jeader of Fianna Fail, who also 
suggested a system of grading of income 
tax, and preferential treatment for money 
invested in Irish industries. as against 
moneys invested abroad. 

TOO CONSERVATIVE. 

That the Government had been too con- 
servative in its policy was the view ex- 
pressed by Mr. O'Connell, leader of the 


i 
Labour Party, who thought that they 


should have used the credit of the country 
of which the Minister spoke so highly in 
Lorrowing extensively for national develop- 
ment. The Labour leader also regretted 
that no measure of relief had been given 
to’the small income taxpayer and family 
man, and pleaded that the Minister might 
reconsider his decision and extend the 
suggested relief of £50 for every child. 

By this time the attendance on the 
benches had grown very thin. All Mr. 
Blythe’s Ministerial colleagues had fled, 
and there were only three or four of the 
Government members present and a dozen 
others as Mr. MacEntee and Mr. Flinn 
urged the case for preferential treatment 
for investors and an indemnity for those 
who had made wrong disclosures as to 
their investments in England. 

The debate then wandered away to the 
subject of road maintenance, in the course 
of which suggestions, were made as to the 
necessity for closer inspection and limita- 
tion of size of ‘buses and inquiry into the 
amount of damage done to the roads by 
them—matters. which, Mr. Mulcahy, 
Minister for T.ocal Government, said, were 
having consideration. 

The first four financial resolutions were 
acreed to; the fifth, at the general desire 
of the members, and with the acquiescence 
of the Minister. will be taken to-day, when, 
as deputies will have had time to con- 
sider the Budget statement, a more 
critical debate may be expected. 

CLARE ALLEGATIONS. 

The House spent a couple of hours dis- 
cussing the Land Commission estimate, 
and then, on the adjournment, there was a 
lively wind-up to a rather dreary evening, 
when Mr. de Valera took the Minister of 
Justice rather severely to task in connec- 
tion with recent happenings in Co. Clare.

In 
vehement tones, the Fianna Fail leader 
said that there should be a man in the 
position of Minister for Justice who knew 
something about the position. This thing 
was happening all over the country, and, 
if they were to be saved from a repetition 
of things like this, they would have to have 
in the Ministry of Justice somebody who 
would take his duties seriously and not be 
a mere cypher. The Minister was a mere 
rubber stamp either for the people in his 
Department or for his colleagues in the 
Ministry. His replies to questions in the 
House gave the men who were doing these 
things the impression that he was con- 
doning them. 

Mr. P. Hogan, the Labour deputy from 
Clare, speaking as Vice-Chairman of 
the Clare County Council, repudiated 
vigorously the suggestion by the Minister 
that resolutions passed by the Council were 
to create an atmosphere, and had been 
inspired by criminals to cover their 
criminal activities. 

The Minister said that these happenings 
were two months old; these men had their 
remedy, and why had they not gone to the 
courts ? 


THE FREE STATE CENSORSHIP 
BILL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 

Sre,—I|n the original drait of the Censorship 
Bill it was proposed that the Censorship 
Committee should consist of five members, 
and that if, in the judgment of four of them, 
a book or periodical were declared obscene, 
it should be excluded from’ the Saorstat. 
Notwithstanding the strenuous efioris of the 
Minister for Justice in support of the smaller 
membership, the Dail increased the number 
to nine, seven of whom must now agree as to 
the obscenity of the printed matter submitted 
before it may be banned. Those who, in the 
consideration of this problem, give morality 
first place should note that now seven must 
be in agreement, where before four were 
sufficient, to determine the obscenity of a 
book or paper; and to this considerable 
extent the amending of the bill has made the 
exclusion of such publications the more 
difficult. 

As the bill stands at present, the Committee 
cannot function unless seven be present. I 
am naturally presuming that the members 
attend in person, and personally discuss the 
pros and cons of the particular publication 
involved, and that voting by post shall not 
be allowed. In the case of three being 
absent, which is not unlikely, considering the 
number and the class from which the 
members are to be drawn, the meeting 1s 
abortive. It is quite probable that only seven 
of the nine may attend. In this case 
unanimity is necessary if a paper or book is 
to be banned. Is it unreasonable to suppose, 
in trying to please all parties, that a person 
who appreciates literary morbidity, or 
*‘daring,’’ as he would style it, will be in- 
cluded, and that he will take a keen interest 
in the meetings? One such individual will 
make the efforts of the clean-minded, level- 
headed, cemmon-sense citizens who act on 
the Committee in the interests of public 
morality nugatory. Will such members act 
if one crank can negative their efforts? Can 
the Minister easily depose a member once he 
is appointed ? 

May I suggest a compromise to meet these 
difficulties? Set up a panel of nine, six of 
whom, by arrangement, will act as censors. 
The three others will act as a reserve to be 
drawn on when necessary. I» case of the un- 
avoidable absence of an active member, or 
members, notice shall be sent in due timc to 
the chairman, who will draw upon the 
“stand-by ” three in an agreed order. The 
normal functioning of the Board will thereby 
be assured. I would further suggest that 
four votes out of six should suffice for a 
Veraict. 

The reason for a two-third majority is 
that, it seems to me, the system of voting, 
loaded against morality as it is in the 
amended bill, is based on a false assumption 
and acts unduly against that which it pro- 
poses to effect—namely, the protection of 
public morals. There appears to be an idea 
latent in the minds not only of the opponents 
of the bill, but even of some of its supporters, 
that in some occult way the liberty of the 
Press and of letters, as well as of the 
ordinary citizen, 1s being attacked, whereas it 
is only the licence of the Jicentious and the 
obscene. Indecency has now been defined in 
such a way that the definition finds accept- 
ance with all. The ‘‘ indecent” only is 
envisaged in this bill. Why, then, this undue 
and timorous cramping of its efficiency’? 
With truth may not one well avply to this 
hill the words spoken by: Sir Henry Duke, 
President of the Divorce Court, when giving 
evidence before the Select Committee on 
Matrimonial.

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UNEMPLOYMENT. 


MR-. CLYNES AND SIR A. 
STEEL-MAITLAND. 


A HEATED EXCHANGE.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The*vote for the Ministry of Labour gave 
an opportunity to the Labour Party 
in the House of Commons to raise 
once more the subject of unemployment, Mr. 
Clynes moyed the’ reduction of the vote by 
£100. He raised a storm of protest from 
Ministerialists by charging Sir Arthur Steel- 
Maitland with “ administrative persecution. 
He began by commenting upon the dislike of 
palliatives as a remedy for unemployment, 
and went on to say that a Government which 
had no policy and no ideas on which to build 
a permanent scheme should not sniff at 

atlintives, The present Government began 
i refusing payment, to the unemployed and 
allowances to children. They made the re- 
lief work of the local authorities more 
dificult; they lost us our markets 
overseas, and shut their eyes to _ oppor- 
tunities for regaining them, and they 
had robbed men of their unempioyment 
benefit. by: administrative persecution. 

Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland asked Mr. Clynes 
to develop that a little more. It was a 
serious accusation. 

Mr. Clynes said that the right hon. gentle- 
man himself had, by his answers in that 
House, admitted that men had been deprived 
of unemployment benefit. 

Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland—What I chal- 
lenge are. the words “ administrative persecu- 
tion,” and 1 ask the right hon. gentleman to 
justify them. (Ministerial cheers and Labour 
uproar.) “May I point out that the Courts 
which administer unemployment benefit are 
statutory bodies, independent of the Ministry 
of Labour? 

Mr. Clynes—I do not think the term too 
strong. 

Sir Frederick Hall—Give chapter and verse. 

Mr. Clynes—I allege that men have been 
deprived of benefit because they have been 
pursued by processes of investigation, and 
finally told that they were not genuinely 
et work, or in some other way had 
disqualified themselves. When this sort of 
thing was done to men who were out of 
work against their will “ persecution ’’ was 
not. too strong a word. 

Sir A. Steel-Maitland—A definite charge 
has been made against me as a Minister, 
and I challenge the right hon. gentleman to 
prove his words. 

Mr, Clynes, who spoke amid considerable 
interruption and uproar, said that the Courts 
referred to were part of the administrative 
machine. He did not charge individuals. 
But, he went on, [ do say that the manner 
in which the machinery of the Ministry is 
used entitles me to declare that men are 
being unjustly persecuted and deprived of 
benefit. I am rather surprised that the 
right hon. gentleman has been so roused by 
this comparatively tame term when applied 
to very real distress. (Labour cheers.) 

MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Sir A. Steel-Maitland regretted the absence 
of Mr. Lloyd George, as he would like to 
have heard him explain his unemployment pro- 
posals, and to see whether they would stand 
the test of examination. As for Mr. Clynes, 
they had always regarded him as a mode- 
rate man, accustomed to use moderate lan- 
guage. That afternoon, however, he had 
used language which was certainly not mode- 
rate. He had accused him (Sir Arthur) of 
administrative persecution. The facts were 
that in 1924 the .disallowances for benefit 
were 84 per cent., whilst during the 
last seven months they were 7} per 
cent., and this was “ malicious persecu- 
tion.” “It was an extraordinarily serious 
charge to make without being backed up by 
evidence, and he asked the right hon. gentle- 
man either to withdraw the charge or to 
give him definite proof of its correctness. 

Mr. Clynes—I have already said that I made 
no personal accusations. What I did say was 
that the different bodies who decided these 
cases had been guilty of acts of personal 
persecution. 

Sir A. Steel-Maitland—It is not a question 
of my personality, but a question of the 
Government Service, of which 1 am 
the head. A Minister can answer 
for himself, but those in Government 
Departments cannot. Proceeding, he said 
that the charge was made against a system 
which the right hon. genileman’s own friends 
asked to be set up. It was the most con 
temptible charge he had ever heard of, but 
to quote Mr. Clynes himself. “ Perhaps the 
standards of honourable dealing, frankness. 
and truthfulness are different in political 
than in private life.” (Ministerial cheers.) 
It was suggested that the register had been 
tampered with He challenged that at once. 
and if any responsible leader of the Opposi- 
tion wished to take up that challenge he 
would be glad to have it pút to the test 
at once. 

A Labour amendment to reduce the vote 
was rejected by. 176 votes to 113, and the 
debate was adjourned.

DUBLIN MANUFACTURER’S 
PROPHECY, 

Unless they were prepared to initiate a 
peaceful revolution, there could be little 
doubt that they were heading to a financial 
crisis involving a revolution by the masses, 
which would end in red ruin and destruction. 

This was the conclusion reached by Mr. 
H. 1. Gallagher, proprietor of Urney 
Factory, Tallaght, Co. Dublin, in a lecture 
on *‘Capital and Unemployment,” delivered 
at the Mansion House, Dublin, in connection 
with “ Catholic Social Week.” 

Lhe mistaken theory that money is 
wealth, he said, had led the farmers into free 
buying and selling, instead of consuming at 
home the maximum of their production and 
and building up reserves in contented 
workers, healthy stocks and well-developed 
land, and had destroyed many of the national 
industries by the greed for dividends; and 
that fallacy had been encouraged by the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, which, of 
course, made profit purely on the national 
buying and selling. 

Mr. Gallagher argued that the present 
unemployment procedure should be scrapped, 
and that there should he substituted a de- 
velopment fund to provide work for all, or, 
alternatively, to provide the workless with 
adequate support. 

The Right Hon. James McMahon explained 
that the C.Y.M.8, Federation, which had 
organised the “Week,” was not responsible 
for the views expressed by lecturers.

SENTENCE POSTPONED UNTIL 


' TO-DAY, : 

Lillias Irma Valerie* Arkell Smith, the 
woman who for several years Jived as a man, 
passing ‘as “Colonel” Barker, © pleaded not 
guilty in London to committing perjury in an 
affidavit, buts guilty to charge of having 
caused a false statement to be entered in a 
register of marriage. 

The charge alleged that, in an affidavit 
sworn by her on June 29 last, she stated that 
she was truly named Leslie Ivor Gauntlett 
Bligh Barker,.and had been an officer in a 
cavalry regiment during the war. She was 
also a ‘Bai | to have caused a false statement 
to be entered in a register of marriage, 
heving on November 14, 1923, in the name of 
Victor Barker, bachelor, gone through the 
form of marriage with a woman named Hay- 
ward in Brighton. 

Mrs. Arkell Smith’s true sex was dis- 
covered when she was removed to Brixton 
prison in connection with bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. 

When asked for her plea, she answered: 
“I plead not guilty to the first and guilty to 
the second.” 

CASE FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

Counsel for the Director of Public Pro- 
secutions said that in April, 1928, the 
accused married Lieutenant Harold Arkell 
Smith, of the Australian Forces, and they 
lived together for six months. Later, when 
running a teashop, the woman met an 
Australian soldier, Pearce Crouch, with 
whom she lived, having two children, a boy 
and a girl, 

Later she dressed as a land girl in riding 
breeches and coat, and told a chemist’s 
daughter, Miss Haward, that she was really 
Sir Victor Barker, and that it had been 
her mother’s wish that she should dress as a 
woman, 

Masquerading as Sir Victor Barker, she 
went through a form of marriage with Miss 
Haward. During the masquerade she passed 
as a captain and a colonel, and obtained 
credit from various persons. After about two 
years Miss Haward returned to her father. 
The facts, counsel said, showed that the 
accused had a total disregard íor the truth 
or the sancitity of an oath 

h THE DEFENCE. 

Sir Henry Curtis Bennett, addressing the 
Court for the accused, said that no one know 
ing her histery could have anything but 
sympathy for her 

The Recorder said that it was a case of 
unprecedented character, and he would post- 
pone sentence until to-day. 


INCREASING CATTLE 
EXPORTS. 


HIGH VETERINARY FEES FOR 
INSPECTION. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Irish Live Stock Exporters’ and 
Traders’ Association, held at Prosperity 
Chambers. Upper Sackville street, Dublin, 
last night, Mr. William Shaw presiding, it 
was reported that during last month the total 
number of cattle exported from the Irish Free 
State wae 49,929, as compared with 49,254 
for the previous month, and with 34,521 for 
the corresponding month af 1928. The total 
number of sheep exported last month was 
12,068. compared with 12,991 for the previous 
month and with 10,871 for the corresponding 
month of 1928. The total number of pigs 
exported last month was 24,829, compared 
with 26,893 for the previous month and 28,194 
for the corresponding month of 1928. 

VETERINARY INSPECTION FEES. 

Mr. Hugh Cassidy raised the question of 
veterinary charges on Irish live stock, the 
reventie derived from veterinary inspection 
fees levied on Irish live stock landed in Great 
Britain in 1928 being, he stated, £16,714 
ls. 5d. from the Irish Free State, and of 
£5,130 15s. 7d. from Northern Ireland, giving 
a total of £21,844 17s. ld. He thought that 
the price of 5d. per head on cattle, charged 
by the British Ministry, was a very excessive 
charge. and that the Association should take 
the matter up with the British Ministry, 
with a view to getting a reduction. He 
thought that the British Ministry should be 
asked to reduce the price to 3d. or 2d. 

The Chairman suggested that they should 
get into touch with the North of Ireland 
Association, and said that, if both went 
together, they were far more likely to get 
redress than if they went by themselves, 

Mr. McGrenaghan suggested that they 
should ask their own Department of Agri- 
culture to take the matter up, and request 
the Northern Ireland Association to take 
it up with the Department in Northern Ire- 
land, so that both departments could 
approach the British Ministry on the subject, 
and this was agreed to. 

Mr. Dwyer, T.D., promised to do all that 
he could to help the Association in this 
matter.

PROTESTANT ORPHAN 
SOCIETY,

DIMINISHED RESOURCES, 


Speaking from the chair at the annual 
meeting of the Protestant Orphan Society, 
held in the Molesworti Haii, Dublin, yes- 
terday, the Most Rev. Dr. Gregg, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, recalled that at its cen- 
tenary meeting in November last the Society 
decided to send to His Majesty the King 
a message of sympathy and good wishes’ for 
a speedy recovery. 

It was awful to think that they should 
have had such a long time to wait, but at 
last their prayers had been answered by that 
grateful message from the King which they 
read in the papers on Tuesday. It was, 
said Dr. Gregg, a message characterised by 
gratitude, both for the mercy of God and 
for the love of his people. The King had 
reached the convalescent stage, and they al! 
were thankful for that. 

Proceeding to refer to the work of the 
Society, the Archbishop said that for some- 
thing like a hundred years the work of 
earing for Protestant orphans had been 
specially entrusted to that Society. 

During the Jast year there there had been 
a diminution of receipts, and fewer orphans 
had been assisted. ‘The reason was not far 
to seek. The last census revealed that 
there had been a very considerable shrink- 
age in the constituency from which their 
subscriptions were recerved, from causes 
over which they had no control The number 
of members of the Church of Ireland had 
fallen greatly since the last censas, 

dince the Church of Ireland population 
was smaller, it followed that there must be 
less need for their services than in days 
gone by. Improved treatment of diseuse 
also helped to relieve the burden. Also, it 
was a fact that the members of the Church 
of Ireland had risen greatly in the social 
scale, so that they did not need the help of 
the Society in the same way as in the past. 

The Society still had 290 orphans wider its 
care. Unfortunately, those de nursed them 
were not compensated as they should be, and 
he appealed to subscribers to make a greate: 
effort now than ever before. He had been 
profoundly disappointed with the yield of the 
Centenary Fund established last year. So 
far only £265 had been received, but he 
hoped that before this fund closed at the 
end of this year there would be a large 
additional support. 

The annual report, which was read by the 
Rev. J. Tobias and adopted, stated that the 
year closed with a credit balance of £247. 
Legacies received amounted to £260. Twenty 
orphans were admitted, as compared with 37 
in the previous year, making a total of 290, 
as see ó29 in 1927. Under the Kinsey 
Fund six marriage portions oí £20 each were 
granted to female orphans, six of £25 each 
to male orphans, Pr six grants were made 
for further portions amounting to £72, 

It was further pointed out in the report 
that during the hundred years of its existence 
5,495 orphans had been elected on that 
Society
